Two years ago, Mr. de Borch- 
grave brought off, through separate 
interviews in Cairo and Jerusalem, 
an exchaige on the terms of settle- 
ment between the then leaders of 
Egyot and Israel, Abdul Nasser and

Caaeere in Jerusalem were puz- 
zled by the striking contradictions 
in Savtet's proposals for a settlement, 
On the one hand, he seemed to have 
gone farther than any other Egyp- 
flan leader in meeting Israel’s basic 
demands for a commitment to a 
peace agreement. He characterized 
the Security Council's ‘November re- 
solution — which until now ‘had 
been spelled out in Cafro strictly 
in terms of its own wishes — 88 
“an embryonic peace treaty.” . 

TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY 

Sadat was also prepared to spe- 
clfy among the obligations of 2 
“peace treaty’ — a word hitherto 
virtually taboo in the Egyptian 
vocabulary — the inviolability and 
territorial integrity of every state 
in the area “including Israel” 

At the same time, however, Sadat 
clearly indicated that Egynt's re- 
fusel to make genuine peace 
with Israel remained as strong as 
ever. Not only would the settlement 
between the two countries, in his 
view, most likely be patterned on 
today’s relationship bebween the 
US. and Communist China — 
except that it would be guaranteed 
by the big powers and not by the 
parties to the settlement — but it 
would be contingent on two other 
arrangements. 

First, it must be part of an 
“overali settlement for all the ter- 
ritorles occupied in 1967, not just 
Sinai” and including the Golan 
Heights, even though Syria has 
still not subscribed to the Security 
Council's resolution. Secondly and 
more significantly, it must follow 
“a just solution of the Palestine 
problem.”

The announcement came in res- 
ponse to widespread demands that 
the Government do something to 
improve the lot of the people, hard-

At 4 am. yesterday Mr. Jarosze- 
wicz came face to face with this 
protest when he spoke to some 
of 10,000 cotton workers In the 
industrial city of Lodz, who have 
been striking since Friday demand- 
ing more money and better food 
supplies. 

The mill workers there, many of 
them women, earlier had refused 
government appeals to return to 
work — demanding more pay and 
cheaper food. 

He and new Communist Party 
leader, Edward Gierek, confronted 
the same sort of protest in January, 
when they went to meet striking 
shipyard workers in Szczecin and 
Gdansk.

One must 
Consider that the economic back- 
ground to the latest conflict is 
the two-tier price of crude, and 
the wide gap maintained between 
the two price levels. The 1957-67 
investment in an output increment. 
of 1,000 barrels a day averaged

Since differences in freight costs 
from the wells to the major con- 
sumer areag are not substantial 
(and are decreasing steadily) low 
Cost oll could have been expected 
to compete with the more expensive 
crude, and to displace it.

{st policy. Since the U.S. still

q@ucts in the high-price markets. 


‘This two-tier oil price, and the 
differential profits based on it, are 
of crucial importance also for the 
oil producing countries, for it is 
this market structure which enables 
them to collect part of’ those pro- 
fits in the form of taxes. But this 
structure is obviously maintained 
only as a result of American pro- 
tectionism, and of the fact that 
the companies are relatively few 
and strongly entrenched, and there- 
fore wary of pushing competitton 
to a stage where prices decline so 
85 to reduce their profits. The OPEC 
governments are, of course, strong- 
ly opposed to monopolistic abusez, 
but are not loth to share in the 
profits resulting from them. 


Huge profits 


That huge profits can be earned 
on oil is due to the readiness of 
Tich industrial countries to pay for 
off products much more than they 
cost, because fuel is needed vital- 
ly for generating energy (in par- 
ticular petrol for moving motor 
cars and aviation), almost without 
regard to its price. As a matter 
of fact, total production, tranaport, 
processing and marketing costs of 
petroleum products account for 
less than 40 per cent of their sales 
price, and the wellhead cost of 
crude for about one-tenth of that. 


‘More than half of the aggregate 
‘proceeds is accounted for by the 
taxes imposed both by the crude- 
‘producing and the products-con- 
suming governments. But they are 
able to collect that revenue be- 
cause otherwise it would be raked 


off by the companies. On the other

ISRAEL AND THE 
UN. CHARTER 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — Mr. Anwar Nusseibeh's 
letter (February 7) raises a num- 
ber of interesting points but in no 
way elucidates the position of the 
territories in international law. 

‘The fact is that Israel has never 
been bound in international law to 
recognize her Arab neighbours nor 
accept any borders with them, since 
the jatter have never agreed to ré- 
cognize ‘her existence. Israel's only 
duty under the U.N. Charter is to 
recognize the territoriai integrity of 
her neighbours and not to violate 
this integrity. But even this ob- 
ligation is not binding upon Israel 
in view of the fact that the Char- 
ter permits her to use force in 
self-defence to combat aggression 
by the Arab states. In these cir- 
cumstances the proposals for the 
Partition of Palestine to which Mr. 
Nusseibeh refers have no relevance 
at all and his statement that he has 
‘no wish to join the argument op 
how or by whom the General arm- 
istice Agreements were broken,” 
seems extraordinary. 

Of course, Mr. Nussejbeh is en- 
titled to claim that Israel’s military 
operations of June 1967 were illegal 
and that the Arab states were not 
aggressors st all, but then he would 
merely be reinforcing his own 
words, that “no fruitful legal argu- 
ment can be attempted, in my 
view, without a measure of agree- 
ment on prior assumptions.”

Jordan’s 1948 seizure of West Bank 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — While it.is more than 
generous of you as a free press to 
earry the prejidicial and detrimen- 
tal sort of material written by Mr. 
Anwar Nus#eibeh (February 7) I 
feel I shoukl protest his distortions 
of fact. εν 

The first five paragraphs of Mr. 
Nusseibeh’s letter have a legal sound 
and I believe could edsily deinde 
the unlettered reader. But in his 
last there are three se 
rious blunders which I should like 
to challenge. 

He states that U.N. Security Coun- 
cil Resolution 242 “regards ail the 
territories“ occupied by Israel in the 
1967: fighting as being the sov- 
ereign territories of all the respec- 
tive Arab States that lost them.” 
This is, to put it as kindly as pos- 
sible, a very gretuitougs assumption. 
No countries but Pakistan and Bri- 
tain ever Jegally recognized Jordan's 
seizure of the West Bank In 1948. 
It is significant that this legal re- 
cognition was not extended by any 
of the neighbouring Arab countries, 
Nevertheless, Mr. Nussefbeh says, 
“This represents the consensus of 
worki opinion.” Just because the 
world was silent certainly does not 
mean legal recognition, and since 
it was seized by force of Jordanian 
arms in 1948, as it is alleged Israel 
did in 1967, why is it incumbent 
upon one seizer to give it back to 
another?

Two get five years for, 
bombing police jeep 


in Kerem 


TEL AVIV. — Two men who hurled 
8 grenade at 2 police jeep in order 
to keep detectives from searching 
for criminals In the Kerem Ha- 
temanim Quarter here weré sentenc- 
ed to five years’ imprisonment by the 
District Court yesterday. The two 
are Yehoshua “Gingi” Feinsilver and 
Shmuel Taragano, both 26. 

The two men were spending the 
afternoon of July 1 in a bar in the 
neighbourhood when they noticed 
the police vehicle approach and its 
occupants begin a search for criminal 
suspects. Feinsilver went up to the 
second storey of the building outside 
which the jeep had parked, dropped 
the grenade on it, and tried to 
escape in Taragano’s jeep. 

The grepade's loud report attract- 
ed the attention of passersby, who 
believed Arab terrorists were re- 
sponsible. 

The policemen attempted to halt 
the getaway jeep, but Feinsilver and 

ο tried to force their way 
through, kicking and hitting one of 
the policemen in the course of the 
attempt. Thanksto a carthat 
pened to enter the street from the 
opposite direction, the jeep could 
not continue, and police caught Ta- 
ragano. Feinsilver escaped, but was 
picked up later.

The police yesterday announced 
the arrest of four Arabs said to 
have oarried out 10 terrorist actions 
in Jerusalem during the pest two 
years, Three of the men are from 
Jerusalem and one from Nazareth.

— Zakaria Salah Al-Yamani, 27, and 
Ziyad Toufk Yosef Zouabl, 25, of 

τ Nazareth. Mr. Ofer said he did not 
know if the last-named was related 
to the two Knesset members of the 
Zoubl clon. 

The four, who were arrested in 
early January, constituted the entire 
cell, Mr. Ofer sak.

Petrol may cost 
4-6% more 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

The price of petrol in Israel can 
be expected to rise from four to 
six per cent, Transport Minister 
Shimon Peres toh the press in Je- 
rusalem yesterday. He said he ex- 
pected that increase in Une with 
the terms of the just-concluded 
pricing agreement between the ma- 
jor oil-producing and oll-purchasing 
countries. 

‘Mr. Peres also stated he was not 
too happy with the fact that diesel 
fuel Js artificlally cheapened by the 
Government, slace diesel engines pol- 
lute the afr and the measure also 
encourages ‘the use of larger cara. 
The only problem to be overcome 
in this respect, in his opinion, is 
how to raise the price of diesel oil 
without causing 2 price increase 
in agricultural produce. (Most farm 
machinery rung on diesel fuel) 

Sources close to the wholesale 
oi marketing trade here yesterday 
said the new world prices of crude 
should — on the face of it — have 
only a “minimal” effect on the 
prices of refined consumer products. 
Costs have gope up under the new 
agreement from $1.79 a .barrel to 
$2.14. The difference comes to 35 
cents for 180 ltres, or less than 
one agora a litre. (But an extra 
L890 a ton for asphalt is a lot 
of money, a road-builder comment- 
ed.)
